The 
Early  Wheeler  is  a  shy  bearer  for  me  while 
the  Red  Bird  Cling  is  a  heavy  bearer.  It  is 
better  colored  than  Early  Wheeler  and  has 
the  same  size  and  shipping  qualities. 


June  Peaches 

For  South  Texas  and  other  mild  wintered 
sections  I  especially  recommend  Babcock, 
Leutichau,  Best  May  and  Early  Imperial 
peaches. 

THE  NEW  BABCOCK 
PEACH.  This  is  the  most 
talked  about  peach  in  south¬ 
ern  California.  I  visited  Dr. 
Geo.  P.  Weldon  of  Ontario, 
California,  and  saw  his  40- 
acre  Babcock  orchard  in  1937. 
The  peach  has  high  quality,  beautiful  with 
fuzzles  red  cheek  and  juicy  white  flesh.  It  is 
suitable  for  home  and  market  use,  ripening 
the  latter  part  of  June  and  will  hang  on  the 
tree  a  month  after  it  is  ripe.  It  is  a  good 
shipper.  The  trees  frequently  bear  the  first 
year  after  planting  and  the  tree  attains 
large  size  with  astonishing  speed.  Free 
stone.  Price  same  as  Stubenrauch  varieties.

EARLY  ROSE.  I  was  sold 
on  Early  Rose  good  and  hard 
the  first  time  I  saw  one  of 
the  trees  in  bearing.  Each 
year  I  have  them  fruited  in 
my  own  orchard  I  like  them 
better.  Some  years  they  bear 
so  much  they  have  to  be  thinned.  Free  from 
rot,  good  canner,  brilliant  red,  delicious  and 
fine  for  market.  A  cling  stone  ripening  June 
10th  to  15th.

DR.  BURTON.  I  have  had 
Dr.  Burton  bearing  9  years 
and  have  gotten  8  crops.  It 
has  led  73  varieties  in  bear¬ 
ing  at  the  Iowa  Park  Experi¬ 
ment  Station.  The  tree  is  a 
strong  grower  and  healthy. 
This  peach  is  extra  large,  white  flesh, 
streaked  with  red  and  sweet  buttery  flavor. 
Better  shipper  than  Mamie  Ross.  Freestone. 
Ripens  June  25th. 

HILEY.  This  peach  is 
white,  dotted  with  pink  and 
red,  making  it  a  beautiful 
market  peach.  It  is  a  free¬ 
stone  ripening  about  July  1st 
and  is  fast  becoming  a  mar¬ 
ket  variety  in  sections  where 
winters  are  too  mild  for  Elberta. 


LEUTICHAU.  This  peach 
is  from  Florida.  It  is  adapted 
to  sections  having  mild  win¬ 
ters.  It  is  adapted  to  South 
Texas  and  the  Gulf  Coast 
Region.  It  ripens  early  in 
June,  is  a  white  freestone, 
colors  highly,  and  is  one  of  the  heaviest  pro¬ 
ducers.  The  size  is  medium  and  the  flavor 
very  sweet  with  no  acid  at  all.  It  seems  to 
be  related  to  the  honey  peach.  The  tree  is 
very  vigorous. 


MAMIE  ROSS.  Originated 
in  Dallas  County,  Texas.  A 
very  successful  and  sure 
bearing  variety,  very  prolific. 
Large,  white  with  cream 
blush  on  one  side.  White  flesh 
semi-cling.  Ripe  June  25th. 


GOLDEN  JUBILEE.  XXX.  New-Earliest 
Yellow  Freestone  ripening  about  June  20th. 
A  beautiful,  very  early,  large,  delicious  and 
similar  to  Elberta.  A  better  shipper  than 
most  early  peaches.  Blooms  late  and  the  tree 
is  vigorous. 


FAIR  BEAUTY.  This 
peach  should  only  have  the 
Elf  after  it  when  it  is  grown 
from  here  North.  I  do  not 
recommend  it  for  East,  Cen¬ 
tral  or  South  Texas.  This  va¬ 


riety  is  sold  under  several 
different  names,  some  names  being  copy¬ 
righted.  It  is  called  Murrays  Beauty  in  Ar¬ 
kansas.  I  consider  it  one  of  the  most  profita¬ 
ble  early  market  varieties.  It  is  a  yellow 
peach  with  a  beautiful  mottled  red  cheek,  a 
semi-cling  that  begins  ripening  June  10th 
and  ripens  for  three  weeks.  Can  be  hauled 
several  hundred  miles  to  market.  The  tree 
is  remarkably  free  from  diseases  like  leaf 
curl.  It  ripens  at  a  time  when  the  highest 
market  prices  are  paid  for  peaches.  By  all 
means  plant  Beauty  peaches  if  you  live  in  a 
section  as  cold  as  Stephenville.  See  page  17 
for  picture  in  colors.

HOBSON  CLING.  I  have 
grown  the  Hobson  Peach  for 
over  20  years  and  find  it  to  be 
regular  in  bearing  and  one  of 
my  favorites.  The  fruit  is 
size  and  color  of  Mamie  Ross, 
more  delicious  and  a  good 
shipper.  Ripe  July  10th. 


July  Peaches 

CHILOW.  XXX.  This  pure  yellow  cling 
should  be  in  every  home  orchard.  There  is 
no  peach  that  will  surpass  this  peach  for 
eating  and  canning.  Medium  size  and  ripe 
July  25th. 

ELBERTA.  XX.  This  yellow  freestone  is 
too  well  known  to  need  description  and  is 
still  our  best  seller  except  the  Frank  and 
Fair  Beauty.  I  have  a  fine  strain  of  Elberta. 
Ripe  July  20th  to  25. 

ELBERTA  SUPREME.  XXX.  This  is  a 
selected  strain  of  Elberta  that  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  improvements  over  the  original.  It 
has  more  color,  better  quality,  smaller  and 
sounder  seed,  ripens  a  week  earlier  and  is  a 
much  more  regular  and  heavy  bearer  than 
the  original.  As  I  only  have  a  limited  num¬ 
ber  of  trees  of  this  variety  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  you  give  it  a  trial  especially  if 
you  live  in  sections  where  the  Elberta  is  a 
shy  bearer. 

EARLY  ELBERTA.  XX.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  peaches  I  have  ever 
grown.  It  is  one-third  larger  than  Elberta 
with  a  delicious  flavor  with  plenty  of  yellow 
and  red  to  make  it  bring  the  highest  market 
price.  This  variety  does  not  bear  so  well 
from  Fort  Worth  south  but  is  very  popular 
in  North  Texas,  Oklahoma  and  Arkansas. 
In  fact  it  is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  most 
popular  market  varieties  over  the  United 
States.  I  have  the  genuine  selected  strain. 
It  is  a  perfect  freestone  ripening  10  days 
ahead  of  Elberta. 

SOUTH  HAVEN.  XXX.  Better  than  aver¬ 
age  size,  prolific,  dependable,  ripens  early, 
about  July  1st,  juicy,  yellow  flesh  and  a 
freestone.  Not  as  firm  as  Elberta  but  is  a 
good  canning  peach  and  a  good  market 
peach. 


J.  H.  HALE.  XX.  There  is  a  big  difference 
in  Hale  peaches.

Garrison  of  Weatherford,  who  won  the 
Grand  Prize  at  the  Parker  County  Peach 
Show.

Plant  with  Frank  for  pollination.  Ripe  July 
28th. 

ELBERTA  CLING.  XXX.  There  is  no 
need  for  paying  three  prices  for  this  won¬ 
derful  peach.  D.  J.  Jobes  of  Gorman  has  a 
large  planting  of  this  variety  and  considers 
it  one  of  his  best  market  varieties  due  to  its 
color,  quality,  shipping  quality  and  produc¬ 
tion.  Ripe  with  Elberta. 

HALEHAVEN.  XXX.  This  peach  is  a 
cross  between  South  Haven  and  J.  H.  Hale. 
A  large,  beautifully  colored  yellow  fleshed 
peach,  ripening  two  weeks  ahead  of  Elberta. 
A  perfect  freestone,  strong  thrifty  grower, 
splendid  shipper  and  an  extremely  heavy 
bearer.  It  has  an  exceptionally  fine  flavor 
and  is  very  hardy.  It  colors  highly  10  days 
before  ripening,  therefore  a  good  shipper. 
It  bears  early  and  ripens  at  a  time  when 
peaches  are  in  demand.  It  should  be  in  every 
orchard.

JUNEBERTA.  XXX.  A  yellow  semi-cling 
with  red  blush  ripening  a  month  before  El¬ 
berta.

I  like  to  go  to  my  Smith  trees  and  eat 
the  fruit  right  off  the  tree.  Ripe  July 
10th  to  15th. 


BELL  OF  GEORGIA.  Very  large, 
white  fleshed  with  red  cheek;  firm, 
juicy  and  excellent  flavor.  Very  hardy 
and  grows  with  equal  success  in  both 
North  and  South.  Productive,  early 
semi-free  to  freestone.  The  most  beau¬ 
tiful  white  peach  grown  and  a  good 
canner.  Ripe  July  20th. 


HART  CLING.  XXXX.  This  is  the  popular 
peach  of  Parker  County,  Texas.  It  is  white 
with  red  next  to  the  seed,  red  cheek  and  an 
extra  good  bearer  and  shipper.  Fine  for 
canning.  Half  of  Parker  County’s  commer¬ 
cial  crop  is  Hart  Cling.  Ripe  August  10th. 

LEONA.  XXX.  This  is  another  yellow 
freestone,  ripe  one  week  ahead  of  Elberta. 
It  is  very  popular  among  the  peach  growers, 
many  of  whom  sell  the  fruit  for  Elberta.  It 
is  better  in  color  and  quality.  You  will  like 
Leona. 


October  Peach 

SURPRISE.  XXXX.  This 
large  white  clingstone  gets 
ripe  the  latter  part  of  October 
and  will  hang  on  the  tree  two 
weeks  after  getting  ripe.  It  is 
good  to  eat  as  well  as  can, 
pickle  and  preserve.  Due  to  its 
quality,  color  and  time  of  ripening  it  has  a 
great  future  as  a  market  variety.  It  always 
wins  in  the  late  fall  shows.

cling,  named  for  Frank  Holland  of  Farm 
and  Ranch,  begins  to  ripen  just  as  Elberta 
is  playing  out  about  August  5th-lCith  and 
will  hang  on  the  trees  without  injury  sev¬ 
eral  days  after  it  is  ripe.  A  beautiful 
peach,  yellow  flesh,  small  sound  seed, 
firm,  delicious,  sweet  flesh  and  juice.

Figs  should  be  planted  more  exten¬ 
sively,  do  not  let  the  sprouts  and  suckers  grow,  but  prune  the  trees  so  as  to  have  clean 
bodies  at  least  two  feet  high.  Cut  tops  back  to  six  or  twelve  inches  above  ground  when 
planting.  Such  trees  will  bear  full  and  will  stand  much  colder  weather  than  if  the  sprouts 
are  allowed  to  grow. 


MAGNOLIA.  Very  large,  brownish  straw 
color,  excellent  for  canning  and  for  pre¬ 
serves.
